The blend viewpoints, those living working architect, 
explicit ecclesiastical rule seen layman, personality 
that recognizes individualism and initiative was practiced, 
separately, friars and Indians, (Montgomery likes call him- 
self Nihilist), results fascinating book. 

While Montgomery does not always see eye eye with the pro- 
fessional archaeologists never ignores their theories, instead, 
demolishes them step step. Contention his meat that 
builds equally forceful cases for his own postulations, and 
rarely salty style writing. recreates for rough 
stone fortress-like church and thickwalled friary, discussed terms 
stresses and strains the 1949 Pacific Coast Uniform Building 
Code, not only centre religious worship, but functional 
activity. All around are bawling herds, squawking 
gardens being tilled and garden stuff being patiently 
dried store against recurrent famine, expeditions coming and 
going for the natural resources scattered over hundreds miles;

BEYOND ENTERTAINMENT 

Winthrop Sargent, who occasionally says good thing, devoted 
New Yorker column Szigeti’s playing the Alban Berg violin 
concerto. the course his remarks distinguishes between 
and expressive violin playing. ‘‘Mr. Heifetz, Mr. Elman, 
and Mr. Milstein, for example, have developed luscious tone and 
accurate agility the left hand point perfection probably 
unmatched the history the instrument. For all their cos- 
metic glitter, they almost never interpret music with real under- 
standing its deeper dramatic and emotional content. They shine 
magnificently showy concertos such composers Tchaikovsky 
and Glazunov, but the purity and sublety style required 
simple Mozart sonata seem beyond 

Then going Szigeti: lacks the formidable and immaculate 
polish Mr. Heifetz. never wallows beautiful tone for 
the sake beautiful tone. always intent communicating 
the inner substance the music interprets, and accomplishes 
this task with the most scrupulous regard for emphasis and other 
subleties melodic contour. When listening him one can forget 
that one listening violin and listen the 


Those who heard Szigeti play the three Bach solo violin son- 
atas for Evenings the Roof January will have trouble 
agreeing with this description, point. When listening 
Szigeti play the Brahms concerto the Berg concerto one can for- 
get the violin and hear the music, because unlike most violinists 
who play the Brahms—not many yet play the Berg—Szigeti does 
not insist standing out every last obligato arpeggio and figure 
The Soloist. 


Beyond that point one enters the really serious problem great 
instrumental performance. Any properly trained instrumentalist 
has the capacity play well. most cases nothing but 
disciplined physical equipment unstable nervous system in- 
tervene between the competent instrumentalist and the public ac- 
claim for which yearns. The American audience and the ma- 
jority its overworked critical spokesmen will offer fulsome praise 
any fiddler who has developed the skill produce well-rounded 
contours luscious and agreeable tone. The public willing 
accept Heifetz The Violinist, because wallows little less 
than Milstein Elman. Heifetz the violinist. does 
infallibly well those things which every violinist wishes me- 
chancally better than anyone else. 


The desire beyond the sound the instrument and find the 
music not common among people who enjoy listening violinists, 
though the number those who make the effort has been stead- 
ily increasing. music music demands more effort and 
attention than the general audience willing put into it. Much 
has been written about the inward meaning music, yet the num- 
ber those who listen directly music for this meaning probably 
never has been large. For most the purport the music received 
means translation, popular account, note the pro- 
gram, general sensation pathos, uplift, well-being, 
emotional excitement conveyed the manner the playing. The 
ordinary listener and his lady hear music they the 
ballet see pretty girls. 


Everyone entitled seek his own type and level entertain- 
ment. The criteria musical performance far beyond enter- 
tainment and should not confused with entertainment. The dif- 
that such performers Heifetz, Elman, and Milstein not 
only entertain but also occasionally enlighten. They must there- 
fore taken seriously anyone concerned with musical perform- 
ance, both for their virtues and for their deficiencies. Except 
specialized instances one can find fault with Heifetz: one 
simply more and more aware his deficiencies. 


return the pertinent comments Winthrop Sargent: ‘‘There 
exist, course, plenty unglamorous but musically sensitive vio- 
many whom are members string quartets, concert- 
masters symphony orchestras, and on. The trouble with these 
men that they lack the individuality, dash, and brilliance the 
true The qualifying sentence far from true. Such mu- 
sically sensitive and able chamber musicians and con- 
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certmasters Rudolf Kolisch, Alexander Schneider, Tossy Spiva- 
kovsky, Krasner, Szymon Goldberg cannot said lack 
individuality, dash, brilliance. What more true that they are 
musicians first and incidentally entertainers; they not offer the 
designs the masters draped sound nor sound for itself but such 
quality controlled sound consistent with the purposes 
the music. They not talk for the music show off for it; they 
enable the music talk and show off for itself. 

Many good professional and amateur listeners believe that the 
first requirement violin playing accurate intonation. This 
like evaluating piano players their innate musician- 
ship that habituation the well-tempered scale which con- 
fused with very rare phenomenon, absolute pitch. The listener 
who speaks accurate intonation usually means consonant in- 
tonation, preferably bit more sharp than flat. result concert 
pitch has slid good half-step since the time Mozart and 
now rising from 440 442. half-step great distance 
the keyboard; harmony decisive distance. Tonally 
means that every composition the eighteenth century now 
heard had been transposed key higher. support the 
increased tension this higher pitch the instrument makers have 
torn apart the famous old violins Amati and Stradivarius and re- 
built them, making them more brilliant but less sensitive. The na- 
tural speaking voice the older instrument has become cultivated 
high soprano; and this all right for rounded melodies and colora- 
tura embellishments but very bad for more serious music that speaks 
often sings and bad for even the older singing music which 
prefers unstrained, naturally modulated voice. 

Increase musicianship seldom accords with increasingly con- 
sonant intonation. When Szgeti played the Bach solo sonatas 
heard counterpoint many three strings once, without 
tricky arhythmic arpeggiation and without loss intonation. The 
sustained organ-points the sonatas were never allowed de- 
generate into organ-pipe eveness but were kept pulsating 
rhythmically against the melodic rhythms the moving voices. 
This far more accomplishment than producing accurate in- 
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tonation and keeping accurate, Milstein does. may taken 
axiomatic that the increase free rhythm performance 
threatens stability intonation. increases the risk that some 
notes may missed. And corollary that intonation and correct 
note-playing must often risked for the sake vital rhythm. 

know that Bach composed for the most part modified 
mean-tone temperament (the thirds tuned sharp), which excludes 
what should consider vertical consonance. Vertical consonance 
parts relatively new thing music; became popular shortly 
after 1800 and already, the work leading twentieth cen- 
tury composers, the way out.

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most extensive kind. They proceed all together from one place, 
separate the way, but meet punctually together the end. No- 
body has made freer use this kind passing tones than Bach, 
order thereby give all his single parts perfectly free and 
flowing melody. Now his works this kind are not played with 
perfect fluency, there sometimes occurs great harshness between the 
beginning and end phrase, and are first inclined ac- 
cuse him exaggeration. But has exaggerated nothing; for 
when have once acquired skill sufficient perform them accord- 
ing their true character they sound the more beautiful, and, 
their indeed strange but natural modulations, new avenues 
hearing are opened into which tone before penetrated.” 


False vertical harmony also avoided playing each part with 


its individual melodic rhythm, that the melodies glide across one 
another and not form successive concords. Loss this rhyth- 
mical manner playing counterpoint has made the hearing 
Bach's music, especially the fugues, more confusing than pleasur- 
able anyone who tries follow the individual progress the 
several melodies and not satisfied catching the returns 
the theme. (This may help explain the popular success many 
modern orchestral arrangements which the individual parts are 
distinguished being set for variety contrasting 
have seldom found more tonal pleasure any music than the 
varied episodes the fugue Bach’s immense major Sonata 
Szigeti played it. Such exact matching the right intonation and 
the right rhythm each voice give every successive musical event 
its unduplicated quality and character, which say, its meaning, 
will for any listener rare experience. Played otherwise, the 
major Sonata will sound crabbed and tedious, better 
avoided; which has indeed been its fate. Szigeti told that 
has never heard another violinist play it. 


Shading intonation and rhythmic independence parts are not 
confined good Bach playing. These are the requisites all 
chamber music and may explain why chamber musicians seldom 
become soloists soloists satisfactory chamber musicians. The 


soloist has been isolated from the musical commonalty his feel- 
ing need develop assertive brilliance, dependable dis- 
guise emotion, infallible accuracy, and sort royal coun- 
tenance, gracious all and impervious its surroundings. For 
this reason cannot read Mozart well, except the concertos, and 
these with rhetorical stubbornness, that one aware the 
man the stage but not the boy Mozart who first wrote and 
played them. disposes the Beethoven sonatas though the 
leading part enters with the violin obbligato. 


Tone for the true player the living body the music, not its gar- 
ment. two performances, two living bodies, will ever 
quite alike.

these many other aspects musicianship popular opinion 
confuses prominence and display with musical daring. acclaims 
virtuoso anyone who can play down orchestra regardless 
the consequence. Daring play with rhythmical freedom 
across the beat, that the softest passages concerto the 
solo instrument, without shouting, does not lose its individual voice. 
Daring follow, the classical sonata, the leading part the 
piano, without being subservient it, that the obbligato while 
remaining individual does not insistently become solo. Daring 
imply and accurately maintain the position the beat, ex- 
tended composition without beating out measure after measure 
afraid leave it. convey the speech the measure, the 
body the drape the technique. 


Whoever will 
risk them should have the self-assurance and modesty know- 
ledge; willingness try and fail many times that one may 
right; understanding that there perfection which can 
molded and kept cool, like gelatine, but only the frail, intense pur- 
pose the artist, which sometimes communicates.
